BUENOS AIRES, Tec. 19.—Earth- 
quake shocks. which, on Friday aft- 
ernoon destroyed several towns along 
the Argentine slope of the Andes 
Mountains, were the most severe ex- 
pertienced in this country since 1869, 
when half the city of Mendoga was 
laid in ruine. Reports from the area 
where the shock was heaviest indi- 
cate great loss of life and property, 
upwards of 150 bedies having al- 
ready been taken from the wrecks of 
buildings. 

At Tresportenas more than one 
hundred perished and at Costa de 
Araujo eighty-one were killed and 
eighty seriously injured. It is feared 
that more victimes are buried under 
the ruins in each tawn. At Tres- 
portenas, Lavalle and La Central, 
not a house was left standing and 
thoee not destroyed were left In a 
hadly damaged condition.

Monnett 
as a stockholder, F. A. Sciberling. president of the Goodyear company, 
upon his return from New York tonight. issued a statement denying the 
allegations made by Mr. Monnett thar the company was insolvent and that 
its officers and directors were guilty of malfcasance in office. 


Monnett, in his petition, charges 
officers and directors of the Good 
year company organized Goodyear 
Investment Company, which he 
charges has been used by them ae 
means of making enormous profits 
He also charges the company issued 
a 150 per cent stock dividend with- 
out authority, on the grounds that 
the company was then without a 
surplua. 

Goodyear attorneys will resist the 
suit and seek dismissal of the pro- 
ceedings, before the annual meeting 
of stockholders next Friday.

Two Million More Women 


Than Men in England. 


Now Being Proposed.

LONDON, Dec. 19. — England, 
where the good Queen Victoria 
reigned and diffused smugness and 
strict propriety; England, which 


“not nice sort of persons” who lived

RIVALS, OR BETTER LEADERS. 


That St. Louls must have a 15 per 
cent stronger team than any of its 
rivals to win a pennant is now ac- 
cepted as a scientific fact and has be- 
come almost an epigram of baseball. 

As generally understood, this ts due 
to the enervating heat of that section 
of the Mississippi Valley. 

But tn computing the handicaps 
under which various clubs must op- 
erate we have vet to hear ft recited 
that New York, in order to win a 
flag, needs a 15 per cent stronger 
club than ite rivals, or in the absence 
of this, should have 15 per cent more 
managerial prowess behind its team. 

Observation convinces us of the 
truth of this estimate, which ts based 
purely on paychological grounds— 
that psychology which prompts every 
club in the circuit to extend teelf 
against the Gotham gang. 

This has been particularly true of 
the Giants, at the same time the best- 
hated and the best-drawing team in 
the country until this season, when 
the Yankees managed to get them- 
eelves disliked in every city outside 
of New York. 

Prior to this season the Yankees 
probably have not had more than 
the usual competition.

| Declare Action Yesterday is 


Dictated by A.F. of L. 
Fidelity League Member Hits 
Association's Plan.

Meeting behind closed doors at the 
Alexandria yesterday, about seventy- 
‘five members of the Actors’ Equity 
Association, which is said to be affil- 
lated with the American Federation 
of Labor, voted, according to author!- 
\tative reports, to close the doors of 
opportunity in the acting profession 
by starting a fight for what is de- 
‘clared to be the closed shop under 
the sugar-coated name of “Equity 
Shop.” John Emerson, president of 
the association, presided. 

Almost coincident with the closed 
session of the so-called equity organ- 
ization yesterday, Miss Marjory 
Wood, an official in the Actors’ Fi- 
delity: League, which is avowedly an 
open-shop nization, believing the 
right to work is an American's privi- 
lege, ynade a stinging indictment of 
the association's principles. 

“They/call it an equity shop,” she 
said, “but what could be less equi- 
table than barring from acting ail 
artists. of the stage who decline to 
bow to labor leaders’ demands? What 
is leas equitable than dictating to 
managers that they shall employ only 
those actors who belong to the 
union? I regard it as an American's 
privilege to work and I refuse to rec- 
ognize any right on the part of Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor officials to 
prevent me from following my pre- 
feasion. 

“The Fidelity League was formed 
when the Equity Association went 
under the labor leaders™ influence 
and it will stand out firmly against 
any such un-American policy as en 
actors’ closed shop. Althougn the 
league is young and no attempt has 
been made to canvass members, we 
have about 600 actors in the organ- 
ization and all feel deeply opposed 
to the closed-shop principles.” 

A nationa!] referendum of union 
members will be taken next month 
to determine whether the closed- 
shop plan shall be approved and 
whether the power to invoke the 
closed shop on independent mana- 
gers shall be placed at the disposal 
of the counci!] of control, composed 
of forty-eight members. If the refer- 
endum is successful, Mr. Emerson 
;admitted yesterday that the “Equity 
Shop” will be forced upon such 
Managers as the council may see fit 
to use as starters.

“The time has come for some 
eart-searching and plain speakinn. | 
in regard to the future of Los An- 
geles if this city is to @evelop dur- 
ing the next ten years at anything 
like the same rate as it has in the 


past decade,” says a letter that will 
be put into the mails today by Mot-~- 
ley H. Flint, vice-president of the 
Los Angeles Trust an4é Savings Bank. 

“Los Angeles faces today a trans- 
portation shortage, a power short- 
age, @ telephone shortage and 4 gas 
shortage,” the letter continues. 
“There is a lack of adequate hous- 
ing, Of office bulidings and of indus- 
tris! construction, as well as want 
of fuel oll and of gasoline. Portions 
of our city are short of distribution 
systems for water, and we lack ade- 
quate schools, as well as police and 
hire protection. Street partes has 
not -kept up with the demand. In| 
short, the time has come when the 
growth of this city must inevitably . 
be retarded if the people fail to pro- |. 
vide the economic necessities for the/ 
city’s growth. : 

“It does not do any good—in fact 
it is decidedly harmful—to attack | 
public utilities, the city departments 
or individuals for lack of develop- 
ment, for these very attacks retard 
the very efforts of those attacred. | 

“In 18918 the d’nited States Coun-— 
cil of Nationay Defense, through the , 
War Industries Board, made a very 
careful survey of the industrial re- 
sources of certain eastern cities as 
a basis for the placing of war con- 
tracts by the government. These 
reports, charted, show that the curve 
of a city’s development and growth ' 
is unrestricted so long as the eo- | 
nemic requirements for life are 


,avéllable, and that just so soon as 


there develops in any city a power 
Shortage, a gas shortage, or a lack 
of water or transportation, then the 
industrial growth of the city slows 
down and the curves flatten out, this 


| because it is impossible either ‘to take ' 


care of or to attract new business 
to any city where the necessities for | 
the carrying on of that business can- ' 
not be provided. 

“During the war the government , 
ceased the placing of contracts in - 
any city where this condition was 
evident, and the resulting stoppage

“To arrive at a figure on which 
an estimate required for economic 


devel@@ment can be based, it has 
beceme hecessary to make a study 
of the growth of population of the 
cit? from 1850 to the present ¢ime. 

Ne growth of cities comes from’ 
the fellowing causes: The natura! 
increase through birth; immigration, 
the coming Into the country of per- 
eons of foreign birth; migration, the 
movement of people already within 
the-United States, and annexation of 
territory with population. 

“The increase by birth ts a com- 
paratively well-known factor. The 
Increase through immigration and 
through migration depends upon the 
availability within a city of the 
economic necessities of life. An- 
nexation is a purely political action 
and, for that reason, will be elim- 
inated from the studies concerning 
the probable future growth of the 
city of Los Angeles as its boundaries 
now exist. 

“The history of Los Angeles since 
1850 shows an average per cent of 
increase by ten-year periods of 149.2 
per cent each decade, and the exact 
growth of population is as follows’ 


“In order to make a comparativ 
ly aafe study of the city of Los An- 
geles in 1930, the research depart- 
ment of the First National Bank an4 
of the Los Angeles afrust and Bav- 
mes Bank made inqGiry of seven- 
teen separate engineering organiza- 
tions, the organizations of the vari- 
ous public utilities of the city and 
those experts who must, for the 
future of their own businesses, make 
Close calculations as to demands 
which the city’s growth will make 
upon them. 

“These engineers constitute the 
best opinion in the city, and qt 4 
strange difference of opinion evel- 

“On the one hand were those 
who, studying economic conXitions. 
believe that it will not be possible 
to take care of the economic re- 
quirements of such a population as 
Los Angeles would have if she could 
progress in the future as she has in 


the past, and that because of this 
lack of basic necessities, the growth 
of the city will be materially re- 
tarded. 

“On the other hand were the en- 
gineers who simply figured the 
future curves hI city’s growth 
upon ite past ory. 

“An average of the growth as esti- 
mated by the latter group, approxi- 
mates 1,250,000 for 1930. 

REGARDING UTILITIES. 

“The tabulations, however, of 
those engineers who feel the re- 
sponsibility under which their com- 
panies labor in furnishing the neces- 
gary foundations on which the 
growth of the city must be predi- 
cated, and who realize present short- 
ages, attacked the problem an 
entirely different angle and base 
their studies of the city’s growth 
upon the ability of the various util- 
ity companies to furnish them. The 
general average of the estimates ar- 
rived at by this group of engineers 
approximates 950,000 population for 
1930, a difference in estimates of 
more than $00,000 people, a city 
in itself. 

“The en 
for this fabulation include those of 
the city water and power bureau, 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, Southern California Telephone 
Company, Los Angeles Gas and Elec- 
tric Corporation. Pacific Electric 
Ratlway, Leos Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, Efficiency Commission of 
the city, and the City Planning Com- 
mission. 

“Retween these two sets of engi- 
neers there was no middle ground. 
On the one hand were those men 
who realize that a city’s growth 
must be based upon the ability of 
people to survive within that city 
and who realire that the utility 
companies, as they stand, will be 
unable, without material aid, to 
take care of the burdens which face 
thern. 

“From these tabulations, then, ft 
is safe to say that during the next 
ten years thie city cannot progress 
beyond the million mark in popu- 
lation if those who face the duty of 
providing light, heat, transporta- 
tion and water are left to face this 
problem alone and forced to work 
their own salvation unaided, 
while we, the beneficiaries, sit back 
and criticize. These figures show 
another thing: they show that if 
proper support and proper financial 
ald te given. this city can, by simply 
following in the future its curves of 
the past, reach a point of population 
fn 1920 of something 1,250,000. 
“With the growth of the past 
years has come a tremendous in- 
crease in requirements for every fac- 
tor of life, as well as a tremendous 
increase in pér caplia wealth, and 
at the present moment, when the 
people of the East, released from 
their several war requirements, are 
again flooding westward at the pre- 
war rate. the very me«enitude of 
previous development, taken in con- 
junction with the exhaustion of 
manufacturing supplies in practically 
every line, has added materially to 
the city’s burdens. " 

“For years there wag a slowing 
up In the development of housirn« 
in Los Angeles, and we face high 
rents and a shortage of building 
supplies; a shortage in plumbing 
materials, in window. glass and in 
a thougand and one items required 
for the bulldine of the homes neces- 
sary to take care of our rapidly in- 
creasing population. 

“In 1810 Los Angeles required 
252,000,000 K.W.H. of i elecricity 
(96.000 H.P.:) in 1920 the require- 
ment was 660,000,000 K.W.H. (213.- 
000 H. P.) Under the expected curve 
of city growth In population. 1925 
will bring a need for 890,000,000 
K.W.H. (303,000 H. P..) and 1980 
wil! require more than 1,800,000,000 
K.W.H.. or nearly half a million 
horse power. 

FACE POWER PROBLEM. 

“Already we in California have 
faced power shortage. Under the 
direction of the Power Controller of 
the State Railroad Commiesion, the 
Power companies have been forced 


to create an  intercommunicating 
power system throughout the State 
so that the. resources of the. entire 
State could be pooled for the com- 
mon good. And In spite of that 
fact, literally millions of barrels of 
sorely needed fuel oi] have been re- 


| quired for the boilers of the steam 


plants of the power companies. This 
demand has been s#o great, and the 
oll shortage so acute, that the 
Southern California Edison Company 
alone has been notified officially by 
the of] companies that they must, 
oe the present fiscal year, re- 
duce their of] consumption one-half 
million barrels per month. 

“The State Railroad Commieston., 
realizing the situation, reports to the 
Governor of the State the advis-

HIGH TEMPO FARCE Is “TWIN 


BEDS” FILM VERSION. 


By Grace Kingsley. 
| The game of Bed, Bed, Who's in 
the Bed? goes merrily on tn Farce- 
land, and this week's offering along 
this line, .one on the screen, the 
other on the stage, represent the 
very oldest and the very latest thing 
in this form of entertainment. 

The naughty mama of them all is 


“Twin Beds,” In which Carter aé 


Haven pulls down the house at the 
Kinema, while “Breakfast in Bed’’— 
“with Florence Moore at the Ma- 
aon,” as one ad ingenuously reads— 
is the latest-born of the lively ilk, 

But how bedroom farce as evo- 
luted! First there was “Twin Beds,” 
then “Up in Mabel’s Room,” then 
“Parlor, Bedroom and Bath,” and 


ifinally “Breakfast Bed.” 


We laughed so long and so often 
at “Twin Beds” on the stage, that 
we didn't suppose there was 4 
chuckle left in us for Margaret 
Mayo's brilliant little farce. But 
that’s because we hadn't seen what 
Carter de Haven and his clever play- 
ers could do with it. 

While we'll confess the thing 
seemed a trifie slow in getting started 
—even though Signora Monti had 
started the ball rolling by dryly sug- 
gesting to her opera-singing hus- 
band .concerning his professions’ 
osculations, “You'd better cut about 
thirty seconds off that kiss,”"-—once 
those two pairs of married folk, the 
one with the jealous wife, the other 
with the jealous husband, had in- 
nocently committed the blunder of 
both moving into the same neighbor- 
ing apartment-house, the fun was 
rapid and riotous. Signor Monti 
comes home drunk, and gets into the 
wrong apartment where the husband 
is absent from his own twin bed. 
Resulting complications, when the 
right husband comes home, and Sig- 
nora Monti starts looking for her 
little “spaghetti-jJuggling wop,” are 
ingeniously hilarious. 

Carter de Haven has put just the 
right tempo in the thing, and his act- 
ing of the Italian tenor is remark- 
able, not only as being vivid and up- 
roariously fun: y, but he gets it over 
absolutely without slapstick. He's 
Signor Monti to the life, because he’s 
funny exactly as an Italian singer in 
those circumstances would be. 

Another remarkably finished per- 
formance is that of Helen Raymond 
as Signora Monti, which, by the 
way, | understand: she created in 
London. In this, a role which ft 
would have been so easy to overact, 
Miss Raymond shows hereelf a su- 
premely clever artist. 

Bill Desmond is very amusing 
when he returns home to find all his 
clothes gone to the cleaners, and 
dons bed comfort and plug hat. and 
Mrs. Carter de Haven distinguishes 
her role by that dainty sort of subtie 
comedy of which she is complete 
mistress. 

_A word should be said for the ac- 
companying musical score, which 
seems as though it had all been spe- 
clally written, so well has it been 
chosen. Two vocal solos, by a young 
man and woman not named the 
program, but eminently deserving of 
mention, also add to the pleasure of 
the audience. 


DOROTHY GISH IN 
CLEVER COMEDY. 


Can't you just imagine how Dor- 
othy Gish would play the role of a 
Queen of Bookovia, or some such 
mythical realm? And can't you im- 
agine just how Harry Carr would 
write such a play? Well, they've 
both done it just as you'd think they 
would, whimeically, tmaginatively, 
delightfully. in “Little Miss Rebe!l- 
lion.” at Clune’s Broadway § this 
week. 

She's a Grand Duchess, ts Dorothy, 
with' the promise, or maybe you'd 
call it a threat In the case of those 
little kin@dome where they're al- 
ways plotting to overthrow their 
sovereigns, of becoming a Queen. But 
she isn’t at all stuck on her job. So 
looking out-of her window one morn- 
ing and beholding a bunch of dough- 
boys ‘playing baseball just outside 
the castle grounds, she beats it for 
the diamond, learns the game, be- 
sides chewing gum and shooting 
craps: after which she goes to a 
fazz dance and learns to shimmile. 
It's all done in Dorothy's best comedy 
manner, and with Harry Carr's most 
whimsical subtitles. 

For instance, when Dorothy thoks 
up at the portrait of her ancestors, 
Peter the Perfect, whom she is told 
to copy, she exclaims rebelliously: 
“Well, he’s been dead 400 years and 
he never was a little girl anyhow!” 

Of course, she runs away to 
America to keep from getting killed 
by the Bolsheviki, goes to work in 
a Childs hunger-cure, is fired for 
burning the hot-cakes, is nearly cap- 
tured by the Bolsheviki, and is res- 
cued by Ralph Graves, her particular 
dough-boy. She Incidentally turns 
the crown down when it is offered 
her and marries the American.
